St. Petersburg, May 22.—Tho 
first 
ttep towards the institution of the long 
contemplated council oi national de- 
fense, to co-ordinate the activities of 
the military and n a v a l admlnlatrationa, 
has been taken in an imperial mani- 
festo creating a special 
preliminary 
commission under the presidency of 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch. 


The manifesto is preceded by a re- 
Bcript. which Emperor Nicholas has 
addressed to the grand duke» in which 
his majesty says: 


"In order to insure the dovelopment 
of the empire's flghtin;^ force in a man- 
ner corresponding to the needs and rs- 
sources of the sUte and uniformity in 
the duties of the supreme naval and 
military administration, and also to 
harmonize them with tnose of other 
government institutions" in questions 
affecting the safety of the state. I have 
deemed it necessary to establish a par- 
manent state defense council. I charge 
the spftcial commission, consisting of 
members appointed by me under the 
presidency of your Imperial highness, 
to draw up according to my direct sug- 
gestion a law relating to this institu- 
tion." 


Tflo foundation of tho council and 
the assumption by it of control of tho 
war is expected to ensue shortly, as the 
main details have already been worked 
out. The dispatch of Grand Duke Nich- 
olas Nicholaievitch. who is designated 
as the president of the permanent state 
defense council, to Manchuria to as- 
sume direct command of the imperial 
forces there, has been several times 
seriously considered, and he has served 
repeatedly of late as representative of 
the emperor on commissions dealing 
with vital questions of the war. 
' The existing council of war, which 
has-proved unsatisfactory, will be su- 
perseded by the new body. 
The stop 
is an extremely important one, for 
which the events of the war in the 
Far East have shown the necessity, the 
two departments' fallins to work to- 
gether to the best advantage even when 
actuated by the most harmonious feel- 
ings. and friction has been often mani- 
fested. Many opportunities for helpful 
co-operation betw^een the two arms of 
the service are constantly arising, and 
if Vice Admiral Rojestvensky succeeds 
In reaching Vladivostok and shakin? 
the Japanese mastery of the sea the 
council will play a very weighty role. 
At the same time the council is cre- 
ated not for the present war. but as a 
permanent organism of the state, sub- 
ordinating the war and navy depart- 
ments" and even overshadowing 
the 
other ministries. '

The special committee in 
its recommendations asked that the 
proposition be referred to the commit- 
tee on co-operation and union, that the 
committee be increased In member- 
ship to 21, that it have power to con- 
fer with a committee from the Cum- 
berland church, that it And what de- 
tails must be worked out to cousuni- 
mato the union, and that report be 
made to the general assembly -next 
year 
This committee is to consider 
the corporate and legal ri?;ht3 of both 
general assemblies. The purpose Is to 
keep the consolidation 
within 
legal 
limits so that all civil suits and in- 
junctions may be avoided. The report 
was accepted as a whole. The com- 
mlttoe is to make report on some other 
affairs, including 
cotkSiolidation with 
the Reformed church, and Its business 
was m a d e , a special order. 


An omcial telegram was read 
by 
Stated Clerk Roberts from the colored 
Cumberland assembly, in session 
at 
Huntfiville, Ala., saying a committee 
of seven had been appointed to con- 
sider union with the 
Presbyterian 
church, and asked that a similar com- 
mittee be named by the 
assembly 
here. 
It was referred to the commit- 
tee on bills and overtures, 
Tho as- 
sembly then took a recess.

Cumberland Assembly Debating Union 


Fresno. Cal. May 23.—The Cumber- 
land Presbyterian General Assembly 
Is in the midst of a long debate over 
union with the Presbyterian 
church. 
Two reports v/ore presented. A ma- 
jority roi>ort, signed by Drs, Temple- 
ton and Wigginton and Jud^e Beard, 
gave a list of the presbyteries which 
had voted for or against union, and 
declared that the union had been con- 
stitutionally agreed to by a majority 
of the presbyteries in tho Cumberland 
church.

NEW WAR COUNCIL 


St. Petersburg, May 22.—The first 
ttep towards the institution of the long 
conteniplntcd council oi national de­ 
fense. to co-or<linate the activities of 
the military and naval administrations, 
has been taken in an imperial mani­ 
festo creating a special preliminary 
commission under the presidency of 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch. 
The manifesto is preceded by a re- 
Bcript, which Emperor Nicholas has 
addressed to the grand duke, in which 
Irhls majesty says: 
“In order to insure the development 
of the empire’s fightin;^ force in a man­ 
ner corresponding to the needs and ra- 
sources of the state and uniformity in 
the duties of the supreme naval and 
military administration, and also to 
harmonize them with tnose of other 
government institutions' in questions 
affecting the safety of the state, I havo 
deemed it necessary to establish a par- 
manent state defense council. I chargre 
the special commission, consisting of 
members appointed by me under the 
presidency of your imperial highness, 
to draw up according to my direct sug:- 
gestion a law relating to this institu­ 
tion.*' 
Tne foundation of the council and 
the assumption by it of control of the 
war is expected to ensue shortly, as the 
main details have already been worked 
out. The dispatch of Grand Duke Nich­ 
olas Nicholaievitch, who is designated 
as the president of the permanent state 
defense council, to Manchuria to as­ 
sume direct command of the imperial 
forces there, has been several times 
seriously considered, and he has served 
repeatedly of late as representative of 
the emperor on commissions dealing 
with vital questions of the war. 
' The existing council of war, which 
hrxs* proved unsatisfactory, will be su­ 
perseded by the new body. 
The step 
is an extremely important one, for 
which the events of the war in the 
Far East have shown the necessity, the 
two departments’ faillDg: to work to­ 
gether to the best advantage even when 
actuated by the most harmonious feel­ 
ings, and friction has been often mani­ 
fested. Many opportunities for helpful 
co-operation betw^een the two arms of 
the service are constantly arising, and 
if Vice Admiral Rojestvensky succeeds 
in reaching Vladivostok and shaking 
the Japanese mastery of the sea the 
council will play a very weighty role. 
At the same time the council is cre­ 
ated not for the present war, but aa a 
permanent organism of the state, sub­ 
ordinating the war and navy depart­ 
ments' and even overshadowing the 
other ministries, "

IProps Insanity Dcdge and Pleads to 
Second Degree Murder Charge. 
Somerville, N. J., May 20.—George 
H. Wood, of New York, pleaded guilty 
of muriler in the second degree in 
shooting George Williams, a grocer of 
W'atchung, on February 2. Wood was 
sentenced to 30 years in prison. 
The case v/aa remarkable chiefly for 
the novel defence set up in behalf of 
Wood. Wood went from New York 
to Watchung and engaged Williams to 
drive him in a sleigh to a neighboring 
tOAvn. Subsequently the body of Wil­ 
liams was found, with a bullet hole in 
it* in the sleigh beside the road. In 
his defense an attempt was made to 
show 
that 
Wood was a victim of 
aphasia or epilepsy; that he had a 
dual personality, and that his move­ 
ments while in one state were con­ 
trolled by the evij influence of “a 
small black man” who existed only in 
Wood's diseased fancies. 


TWENTY INJURED IN 
CRASH 


A Terrible 
Tragedy Was Narrowly 
Averted In New York. 
New York, May 23.—Twenty 
per­ 
sons were injured, six of them so seri­ 
ously that they were sent to hospitals, 
and more than lUO persons narrowly 
escaped death or serious injury, when 
a fast moving train crashed into two 
others on the high elevated structure 
on the Third avenue line at 133d street 
and Alexander avenue. 
Two trains were etandlng on the 
trestle 
waiting 
for the drawbridge 
over the Harlem river to close, when a 
third train swung around a curve and 
crashed into them. Only the best of 
good 
fortune 
prevented a terrible 
tragedy. After the crash the ends of 
shattered cars hung fai’ over the side 
of the elevated structure at one of 
the highest points on the line. 
Had 
they moved a few Inches more they 
would have pitched to 
ground far 
below, with terrible res-alts. Good for­ 
tune also kept the \yrecKed cars' free 
ffom Uxe heavily cLar^ed third r.,.!. 


VOTE FOR UNION 


Winona Lake, lad.. May 23.—Amid 
K storm of applause, wjtliout debate or 
H dlsscutiug voice, the General As- 
Bembly oL’ ilio 
Presbyterian church 
voted to reunite v.’ith the Cumberland 
Presbyterian body, which 
withdrew 
from 
the original 
denomination of 
February 4, ISIO, thereby, so far as the 
main church is concerned, bringing 
together the two largest branches of 
the Presbyterian faith. The Cumber­ 
land 
contei’cnco, now in session in 
Fresno, Cai., has not yot decided as 
to union. 
If the opposition to tne union has 
made any fight it l)as boon chiefly at 
the secret moctings of the special can­ 
vassing committee, but Uiere were no 
signs of such a contest.' The special 
committee in its reiwrt éanvassed the 
votes taken by presbyteries on the 
question of union. It sliowed 144 votes 
yes. 39 no. Two took no action, one 
gave conditional assent and five made 
no report. The special committee in 
its recommendations asked that the 
proposition be referred to the commit­ 
tee on co-operation and union, that the 
committee be increased In member­ 
ship to 21, that it have power to con­ 
fer with a committee from the Cum­ 
berland church, that it find what de­ 
tails must be workod out to consum­ 
mate the union, and that report be 
made to the general assembly ^next 
j'ear. 
This committee Is to consider 
the corporate and legal rights of both 
general assemblies. The purpose is to 
keep the consolidation within legal 
limits so that all civil suits and in­ 
junctions may be avoided. The report 
was accepted as a whole. The com­ 
mittee Is to make repo^rt on some othei' 
affairs, including 
coi«.olidation with 
the Reformed church, and its business 
was made, a special order. 
An oilicial telegram was read by 
Stated Clerk Roberts from the colored 
Cumberland assembly, In session at 
Huntsville, Ala., saying a committee 
of seven had been appointed to con­ 
sider union with the 
Presbyterian 
church, and asked that a «Irailar com­ 
mittee be named by the 
assembly 
here. 
It was referred to the commit­ 
tee on bills and overtures. 
The as­ 
sembly then took a recess. 
The assembly voted to »elect a spe­ 
cial committee to arrange for a cele­ 
bration during Alay of next year of the 
200th anniversary of the formation of 
the first presbytery In Philadelphia. 
It Is understood this celebration will 
be held in Philadelphia. The propor'- 
tlon to alloAv separate presbyteries in 
the boundaries of old presbyteries was 
adopted with but one dissenting vote. 
This is to alloM' sepprate prasbyteries 
for negroes and foreigners. 


Cumberland Assembly Debating Union 
Presno, Gal., May 23.—The Cumber­ 
land Presbyterian General Assembly 
Is In the midst of a long debate over 
union with the Presbyterian church. 
Two reports v/ore presented, A ma­ 
jority roiwrt, signed by Drs, Temple­ 
ton and Wigginicn and Judge beard, 
gave a ll.st of the presbyteries v/hich 
had voted for or against union, and 
declared that the union had been con­ 
stitutionally agreed to by a majority 
of the presbyteries in the CumbPrland 
church. Elders McClelland and Young 
submitted a minority report, admitting 
the vote, except one presbytery, but 
asserting that the church had no con­ 
stitutional right to unite with another 
church, 
and 
that, 
therefore, 
the 
union has not been constitutionally 
agreed to. 


BIG FIRE AT WILKESBARRE 


Welles Building Dectroyed, Entailing 
Loss of $300,000. 
Wllkesbarre, Pa., JMay 22,—One of 
the most disastrous fires that has "oc- 
curred in this city in some years hap­ 
pened yesterday, and after 12 hours’ 
hard work the firemen were able to 
control the flames. The loss entailed 
will reach'fully |300,000. 
The fire originated In the millinery 
department on the second floor of the 
Isaac Long dry goods house in the 
Welles building, on the west side of 
the public square, one of the handsom­ 
est and costliest structures in thie city. 
When first discovered the fiamus were 
promptly cuntrolled by the flrenœn in 
less than an hour. A second flro broke 
out In the basement of the building 
about an hour after the first one had 
been subdued.

goods Ktor^d there, which spread with 
great rapidity, and before tho general 
alarm could bo sounded the entire build­ 
ing was a mass of flames.

ANOTHER MYSTERIOUS DEATH 


Driver For Philadelphia Department 
Store Pound Dead In Darby Creek. 
Chester, Pa., May 22.—Tho body of 
James Leedom, of Philadelphia, was 
found In Darby creek, noar Sharon 
Hill, under circumstances that have 
caused the police authorities of Dela­ 
ware county to begin a thorough in­ 
vestigation. Leedom was a driver of 
a delivery wagon for a Philadelphia 
department store. Saturday he, with a 
helper, was delivering goods in Sharon 
Hill. V/hile the helper was delivering 
packages in the town, Leedom went 
dow’n the Calton Hook road to leave 
some goods in that neighborhood. He 
did not return, and aitor a wait of 
three or four hours the helper made 
a search for him. He found tho horae 
and wa,?:on, but was unable to get any 
trace of Leedom.

LIVES WITH BULLETS IN HEAD 


Man Who Tried Suicide Amazes Physi­ 
cians By Recovering. 
Baltimore» Md., May 22.—On May 3 
George Horst, 32 years old, an employe 
in a brewery here, attempted to com­ 
mit suicide by shooting himself twic« 
in the head. The bullets have not been 
removed, but to the amazement of 
physicians who have Interested them­ 
selves In his case, he Is not only still 
living, but according to present indi­ 
cations will soon be well enough to be 
out of the house. Of the bullets with 
which ilorst attempted to end his life, 
one entered just above the right ear, 
while the other entered Just below 
the right temple.

'*SweeteninK" Wood. 


The newest method of curing timber 
quickly for joiner work, pianos, etc., 
is to sweeten it. 
The process, which 
was invMited by an Englishman named 
Powell, is described by United States 
Consul Atwell, in Roubaix, France: 


'•Powell replaces the sap of trees by 
beet sugar or saccharine, which acts as 
a preservative by driving the natural 
humidity from the fibres. Newly felled 
wood is laid on a wagonette, which 
is rolled in a huge cylinder, the in- 
terior of which is provided with pipes. 
The wood having been placed in the 
cylinder, the latter is supplied w^ith 
sugar or saccharine. Hot water is then 
forced through the pipes. 
The heat 
boils the sugar, which penetrates the 
pores of tho wood. 
Cooling is accom- 
plished by cold water forced through 
the pipes. 
The cylinder Is emptied of 
the sugar or saccharine and the Avag- 
onette is rolled into a special room, 
where the wood is dried by currents 
of hot air. 
After being cooled again, 
the wood, properly seasoned by the 
sugar, is ready for use. It is said not 
to spring or gather dampness and to be 
proof against destruction by ipsects.— 
New York World.

Acetylene black, a fine quality of 
carbon or black pigment, is obtained 
as a by-product at Foligno, in Italy, 
by an interesting process lately de- 
scribed by H. Booker. 
The residue 
from purifying crude sugar by

with barium hydroxide and then with 
carbonic acid—consists of moist barium 
carbonate; and this is fed with carbon 
into an electric furnace, Avhoro it is 
converted into barium carbide. 
The 
carbon monoxide evolved is burnt, tho 
heat evolved being used to dry the raw 
materials. 
Tho carbide produced is 
at once decomposed with water so as 
to obtain barium hydroxide, and the 
acetylene liberated is made by imper- 
fect combustion to deposit its carbon. 


The new telephone microphone of M. 
Schecr, of Brussels, is known as the 
" i s o p h o n e a n d it is claimed to give 
a much softer and more accurate re- 
production of the voice, music, etc., 
than the ordinar3' transmitter.

a short time. Mr. Norton devoted prac­ 
tically his entire argument to this 
point. 
“He said,” says the Macon Repub­ 
lican, “if a young fellow was sitting 
on a sofa playing hands with his girl, 
itime traveled like an express train; 
'.¡but if you dumped a lot of engine 
' sparks on the pine roof of a dry build­ 
ing in summer time, four minutes were 
ample to settle the fate of the structure 
In spite of all efforts to save It. There 
iwere some incredulous smiles at this. 
,The attorney took out his w atch and 
banded it to Jurym an L. S. Harlan, 
‘a banker of Clinton Hill, Randolph 
if,County, and requested him to signal 
’nrhen four minutes had* passed. 
The 
jurym en leaned over and looked down 
a t the watch. Then they got tired and 
settled back In their seats. Mr. H arlan 
lowered his hand and rested it on his 
knee. The attorney saifted his feet a 
few times, and sat down in a chair. 
Judge Adams looked at the clock and 
then out of the window. 
“A deputy marshal put his head in 
(at the door to see w hat was the matter 
and waited the result of the curious 
scene. Nearly every man In the room 
th a t had a w atch was studying Its 
face. 
The speaker was sacrificing 
four minutes of his allotted time, but 
be felt that it was well Invested.

■last Juror Harlan announced the four 
minutes had expired and handed the 
.watch back to Mr. Norton. Only four 
minutes, and yet to every man in the 
room it bad seemed, under the sup­ 
pressed tension, to have been twice as 
long. 
The court remarked after the 
case had been decided that it appeared 
fully fifteen minutes. 
The wearisome 
suspense was an effective object les­ 
son to the jury and a startling exposi­ 
tion of w hat might transpire in that 
time. 
The jury found that the de­ 
fendant’s engine had ample time In 
four minutes to fire the restaurant 
building, and they biought In a verdict 
for the plaintiff for $14,198.28—the ex­ 
act sum her proof showed her loss to 
l)e.”

In the new Dessolle process of cop­ 
per plating the cleansed metallic arti­ 
cle, first subjected to an electric cur­ 
rent in a preparatory “adhesion bath,” 
are placed in the usual plating bath, 
and the latter is driven forcibly In jets 
against the articles and the anoldes. 
This removes gas and impurities from 
the bath. 
The result is a perfectly 
smooth deposit of copper, which can 
be given unusual thickness with great 
durability.

A New Anesthesia. 
Anesthesia by compressing the car­ 
otid artery, though unknown to us 
seems to have been

In vogue 
among the natives of Elastern Java and 
neighboring islands.

been brought to notice by Dr. Steiner, 
a Dutch physician, who discovered It 
among some prisoners at a hospital at 
Sourabaya, and afterward experiment­ 
ed to test the method. 
Of 30 native 
subjects tried, 25 became Insensible. 
Sensibility and thought were lost sud­ 
denly and so completely th at In one 
case an abcess was lanced without the 
patient’s knoweldge, and in no case 
was there any injury. 
Cerebral ane­ 
mia Is supposed to be one cause of the 
effect, though It Is probable th at there 
are other factors, such os compcasslon 
of Important nerves. 
The Javanese 
believe that this anesthesia gives bene­ 
fit in cases of fatigue, headache, In­ 
somnia, etc., and It Is thought th a t so 
simple and harmless a means of pro­ 
ducing sleep should be of calue in sur­ 
gery.

New Source of Gutta Percha. 
Investigation about a year ago show­ 
ed that the balata tree grows In abund­ 
ance along thousands of miles of ths 
Amazon and its tributaries, but that 
the Brazillians were rapidly cutting 
the trees for firewood and building ma­ 
terial. 
Since then tbe production of 
gutta percha from this source has be* 
gun. 
Each tree yields an average of 
3 1-2 pounds and a competent bleeder 
can prepare 40 to 50 pounds per day, 
one man's work producing as much sap 
as 20 men can get from rubber trees. 
The gum is ready for shipment after 
being fermented and then dried.

Tbe tirst of a wiiole series of famous 
orations on this patriotic theme was 
delivered one November day in 1SG4 on 
the battlefield of (Jettysbnrg, when a 
tall, gaunt, sad-faced man arose amidst 
the plaudits of his hearers and uttered 
the words of as great an address as 
over fell from the lips of a Demos­ 
thenes or a Webster—words tliat will 
burn in the American heart as long as 
It remains susceptible to the fires of 
patriotism. 
It is needle.ss to add that 
■\ve refer to A!)raliam Lincoln and his 
famous Gettysburg address, 
it has 
come to bo ola.'csie in iitorature. 
TaylorV Tribul©. 
Vi‘t the world did uote, and It \vi!) 
lon^i reuienilior, wJiat was said and 
done on that Noveaibor day, forty 
years ago. Five years afterward Bay- 
‘Ord Taylor wrote an ode founded on 
tlie words of that oration. 
It contains 
some beautiful thoughts on tlio dead 
Jieroes, and the following is an extract 
from it: 
This tlioy liave done for us, who slumber 
here— 
Awake, alive, though now so dumbly 
sleeping; 
Spreading the board, but tasting not its 
cheer; 
Sowing, but never reaping; 
JJuiIding, but never sitting 
in 
the 
siiade 
Of the strong mansion they have made; 
Speakmg their word of lile with niiglity 
toniTuo, 
J-^ut hearing not the echo, million-voiced,

live to the nation. Not one name shall 
be forgotten or neglected: and it shall 
by and by be confessed of our modern

Some are parting with mothers 
who hold them and press them to their 
hearts again and again, and say noth­ 
ing; and some are talking with wives, 
and endeavoring, with brave words 
spoken in the old tones, to drive away 
Uie awful tear.

At the turn of 
the road a hand waves—sho answers 
by holding high in her loving hands 
the child.

“We see them all as they march 
proudly away under the flaunting Hags, 
keeping time to the wild, grand music 
of w ar—marching down the streets of 
the great cities—through the towns and 
across the prairies—down to the fields 
of glory, to do and die for the eternal 
right. 
We go with them one and all. 
We are by their side on all the gory 
fields, in all the hospitals of pain, on 
all the weary marches. 
We stand 
guard with them in the wild storm and 
under the quiet stars. 
We are with 
them in the ravines running with blood 
—in the furrow’s of old fields. 
We are 
with 
them 
between the contending 
hosts, unable to move, wild with thirst, 
the life ebbing slowly away among the 
withered leaves. We see them pierced 
by balls and torn with shells in the 
trenches of forts, and in the whirlwind 
of the charge, where men became iron 


be more fitting than one of the stanzas 
from that touching poem called “The 
Blue and the Gra3\ ’* 
It was written 
from an incident that happened in the 
South in ’Which the graves of the North­ 
ern and t o Southern soldiers were Im­ 
partially covered with flowers by the 
noble women of the place. This spirit 
is gradually infusing itself into the 
hearts of all in these latter days; and, 
after all, it seems Just, for they all 
were soldiers—they all fought for the 
cause they thought was right: 
No more shall the war c i y sever, 
Or the winding rivers be red; 
They banish our anger forever 
When they laurel the graves of our dead. 
Cnder the sod and the dew. 
Waiting the Judgment Day— 
Love and tears for the blue, 
Tears and love for the gray.

the world in general; but he was a 
born orator, and he gave utterance to 
many a beautiful thought and noble 
sentiment in the course of his career. 
Listen to Robert G. iJigersolTs vision: 
“The past, as it were, rises before 
me like a dream.

The newest method of curing timber 
quickly for joiner w^ork, pianos, etc., 
is to sweeten it. The process, which 
was invotited by an Englishman named 
Powell, is described by United States 
Consul Atwell, in Roubaix, France: 
“Powell replaces the sap of trees by 
beet sugar or saccharine, which acts as 
a preservative by driving the natural 
humidity from the fibres. Newly felled 
wood Is laid on a wagonette, which 
is rolled in a huge cylinder, the im 
terior of which is provided with pipes. 
The wood having been placed in the 
cylinder, the latter is supplied with 
sugar or saccharine. Hot water is then 
forced through the pipes. 
The heat 
boils the sugar, which penetrates the 
pores of the wood. Cooling is accom­ 
plished by cold water forced through 
the pipes. The cylinder is emptied of 
the sugar or saccharine and the wag­ 
onette is rolled into a special room, 
where the wood is dried by currents 
of hot air. 
After being cooled again, 
the wood, properly seasoned by the 
sugar, is ready for use. It is said not 
to spring or gather dampness and to be 
proof against destruction by Ipsects.— 
New York World.

Acetylene black, a fine quality of 
carbon or black pigment, is obtained 
as a by-product at Foligno, in Italy, 
by an interesting process lately de­ 
scribed by H. Beeker. 
The residue 
from purifying crude sugar by the 
baryta process—that is, by treatment 
with barium hydroxide and then with 
carbonic acid—consists of moist barium 
carbonate; and this is fed with carbon 
into an electric furnace, whore it is 
converted into barium carbide. 
The 
carbon monoxide evolved is burnt, tho 
heat evolved being used to dry the raw 
materials. 
Tho carbide produced is 
at once decomposed with water so as 
to obtain barium hydroxide, and the 
acetylene liberated is made by imper­ 
fect combustion to deposit its carbon. 


The new telephone microphone of M. 
Scheer, of Brussels, is known as the 
“isophone,“ and it is claimed to give 
a much softer and more accurate re­ 
production of tlîo voice, music, etc., 
than tho ordinary transmitter. 
It is 
essentially a hollow disc sounding box 
enclosing a simple carbon system. The 
carbon granules are contained in a 
movable leather receptacle, which is 
adjusted behind tho vibrating plate so 
as to receive the vibrations through 
a small blunt point of ebonite, and 
which has also at its opposite sides 
two small sticks of carbon terminat­ 
ing the poles of tho battery. The sen­ 
sitive and certain action is attributed 
to the readiness with ^vhich the gran­ 
ules adjust the pressure be^^ween the 
carbon slicks by their own weight.

AND COMÂNCHES.

Tlio Dog SoUlIors determined 
tliat 
Ihoy Avonld make a war expedition 
iigainst the Kiowas and Comanches, 
iind they sent rorcnpiuo Bear to the 
main camp to ask the rest of the peo- 
ple lo Join tJiem. 


After Porcupine Bear had reached 
the camp and had delivered his mes-,, 
sage some one there who iiad -whisky 
gave him some. 
A good many people 
got drunk, and some men began to 
fight. 
Little Creek had Lean Bear, one 
•of Porcupine Boar's relations, down on 
the ground, and was cutting him with 
his knife, when Lean Bear called on 
Porcupine Bear, who M'as also drunk, 
to help him. 
When his relation called 
•on him for help Porcupine Bear stabbed 
Little Creek, and his cousin then took 
tlie knife and killed him. 
After this 
Porcupine Boar and all who M-ere con- 
cerned In the killing were sent away 
from the Dog Soldiers, and the com- 
mand of that body -was given to White 
Antelope and Littlo Old Man. 
The 
Dog Soldiers and the rest of the Chey- 
•onnes now came together to consider 
the question of the expedition against 
Ibe enemy. 


This happened in the year 1S38. and 
the men who took part In the killing 
were nephews of AVhlte Thunder, then 
the keeper of the medicine arrows. 
For the oli'ense they were outlawed. 
4ind were not permitted to remain with 
the main village, but were obliged to 
li'avei and encamp by themselves, off 
to one side. 
There were a very few 
Jodges of them, less than a dozen men 
in all. Soon after this the whole camp 
started south to find the Kiowas and 
<3omanches, 
All 
the 
Kiowas. 
Co- 
manches and Apaches yveve together, 
^nd moving against them from the 
north were all the Cheyenne s and Ara- 
pahoes together. 


The outla\ys. though not permitted to 
camp or to remain wltli the main vil- 
lage. accompanied it, 
traveling 
and 
•camping by themselves, two or three 
miles to the westward. 
They were in 
constant touch with the main camp, 
and kept themselves informed of all 
that was happening. 


After leaving the Arkansas liiver the 
C!heyennos and Arapahoes M'ero send- 
ing out frequent parties of scouts to 
locate tho Kiowa village, 
Tho first 
men sent out were Pushing Ahead and 
Crooked Neck. They iiad been strictly 
ordered to iind the village if possible, 
l)ut on no account to attack any In- 
dians they might see. 
One day as 
tliey were Avatching from a hill over- 
Jooking AVolf Creek they saAV two men 
coming 
down 
the stream, carrying 
shields and leading horses—evidently 
Iwo Kiowas who had been oji tho war 
path. 
The Cheyeiines watelied them 
pass dowji the stream. *and then re- 
tnnied to tho camp and reported, say- 
ing that they believed the camp must 
-1)0 lower down on the stream. 


Tho Cheyennes and Arapahoes con- 
tinued 
to 
move 
on 
south. 
Frojn 
Crooked Creek. AVolf lioad and Gentle 
Horse, with five or six others, were 
iiejit out to locate the camp. 
TJiese 
scouts were sent out after the ordinary 
4?ustom of tho tribe. The chiefs assem- 
bled in ilie centre of the circle and 
•called out the names of men whom 
IJjey knew to bo swift runners and not 
¿ifraid, ordering tliem to come to the 
•cejitre of the eircJe. 
AA'hen they had 
come, tho chiefs told them that tiiey 
had been chosen to go out to look for 
the enemy, and that eucli one must do 
ails best. The chiefs told them ail they 
Jiinow as to where the enemy's camp 
might be, told them where tho village 
Avould Slop cacli night for tlu* next few 
<3ays, so ihat tJiey could readily find it, 
iind ordered tJiem. not to Jeave the 
<*amp in the daytime, but to start; afier 
3njght had fallen. 


FollowiJig the.se orders the scouts 
3)ad gone on almost to AVolf Creek, and 
•^vere travelijjg along in the bed of a 
little stream running Into ii from the 
?iorth, Avhen suddeJily they saw people 
<*onjing over the hills, prepared to run 
the buffalo, which were all about them. 
The Ciieyennes lay down in the high 
grass of the creek's bottom and saw 
the Kiowas killing buffalo. One man, 
riding a big bay mule, drove a bunch of 
iuffaJo clo«e by them, and killed sev- 


eral on rho hillside, not more than 
forty yards away. The mule was fast; 
ho kept among the búllalo ail the time. 
Afterward tho man's wife and a Mexi- 
can came along and cut up tho animals 
and took tho moat to camp. 
AA'olf 
Ivoad. Gentle Horse and 
tho 
other 
scouts saw all this through the grass. 
Just at sundown, after all the people 
had gone, the Cheyennes left the creek 
and climbcd to the top of the bill and 
saw the smolce of the camp and the 
horses feeding on tho hills all about it. 


The 
scouts 
returned. 
When they 
came in AA^olf Road was ahead, for he 
was the loader. As a sign.that he had 
Seen something AA^oIf Road carried in 
his hand the wolf skin which he al- 
ways had -with him. The approach of 
tho scouts had been observed, and the 
chiefs had already gathered in the cen- 
tre of tho camp to receive the report 
They -were singing and some were pil- 
ing up a heap of bufifalo chips, some 
distance behind which tho chiefs stood. 
Tho scouts came toward tho village 
running 
swiftly, 
and just as they 
reached the entrance of the circle they 
began to howl like wolves, and to turn 
their heads from one side to the other, 
like wolves looking. 


They entered the circle in single file. 
The men of the camp, who from all 
these signs knew what the scouts were 
about to report, were putting on their 
war clothing, getting out their shields 
and jumping on their war horses, for 
thoy knew that good news was coming 
—that the camp of the enemy had been 
found. Tlio scouts ran around in front 
of the chiefs and stopped. Wolf Road 
told what ho had seen, then Gentle 
Horse, then each of the others. 
They 
passed on around behind the chiefs, 
and then from all sides of the camp all 
tho young men on their horses charged 
toward tho centre, each trying to be 
first to reach the pile of buffalo chips 
and to strH:o it. for it represented an 
enemy. 
Three men'might count coup 
on it. 


Then all the mounted young men 
rode around the chiefs while they were 
singing, and afterward they dispersed. 
All were now busily preparing to at- 
tack tho camp of the enemy which had 
been found. The Cheyennes and Ara- 
pahoes were camping together in one 
big circle, tho Arapahoes at the north- 
east'end. 


Now a crier mounted his horse and 
! went to the southeast end of the circle, 
and from there rode about it, tolling 
what these scouts had seen. Ho cried 
out that the village would move against 
the enemy that night. 
It was a time 
of great confusion—men singing their 
war songs, painting themselves and 
their horses, fixing up their things and 
getting ready to start. 
During the 
night th-ey set out for the camp of tho 
enemy. 


From tho camp of the outlaws, off to 
the west, everything that Avas going on 
in the main village could be seen, and 
very likely one or moro of the men 
may have been in the camj.}, for they 
often visited it. 


Tho Cheyennes and Arapahoes left 
their camp as it was. the lodges stand- 
ing and all their possessions'iu them. 
The women and 
children, 
carrying 
llgiit 
camping 
outfits, followed the 
niLMi, who marched ahead. During the 
uight they stopped four times for a 
little while to rest. 


At i)eep of day they formed in a long 
line. AVhlte Thunder, the medicine ar- 
row keeper, opened the bundle, and 
with tho usual ceremony pointed the 
medicine arrows in tho direction where 
ho supposed the enemy's camp to be. 
Tlien he wrapped the arrows up again 
and held the points toward tho sky and 
told the Cheyennes to charge. 
They 
naade 
tlie charge, 
but when 
they 
reached the river they found no camp 
tliere. but far up tJie river on the other 
side people could bo soon on the hills, 
and when the CheyeJines had ridden 
down Into the bottom they could see 
beyond a poinc of tlie bluff tho ^Kiowa 
village. 


Meantime the outlaws, a little way to 
the westward, hat} gone forward some- 
what faster than tho main body, and 
approached the stream Just oi>posite 
the Kiowa camp. 
Just after the dusk 
of the morning Porcupine Bear—after- 
Avard called the Lame Shawnee—saw 
people ride over a hill before him—men 
and women going out to hunt buffalo. 
He was a little ahead of his party, 
when, looking from a crest of a hlU, li« 


saw them coming. 
IIo called to his 
tnen to keep out of sight.saying, "Keep 
down, keep down out of sight; I will 
deceive them.*' 
His 
men 
remained 
hidden, and he threw down his lance 
and began to rido backward and for- 
ward, making tho sign that buffalo had 
been soon, 
AA'hen tho Kiowas saw 
him thoy thought It was some one 
from their camp who had gone out be- 
foro them and had found buffalo. They 
began to move toward him faster, still 
riding their common horses and lead- 
ing 
tho running liorses. 
Poi'cuplne 
Bear did not turn his face toward th6 
onomy, but kept gazing off over tho 
prairie, as if watching distant buffalo. 
He kept doing this xnitil the Kiowas 
were so close that he could hear them 
talking. 


Down in the ravine behind him were 
tho other Cheyennes lying down on 
their horses, some fixing their shields 
or putting arrows on strings and some 
already prepared for tho charge. 
Pres- 
ently tlie Lame Shawnee called to 
them, *'Bo ready, now; they aro getting 
close, AA'o must not give them timo to 
prepare for us." 


At last, when he could hear them 
talking plainly, lio reached down to the 
ground, caught up his lance, and turn- 
ing his horse charged the Kiowas and 
all tho other Cheyennes followed him. 
Tho Kiowas were so close that tho 
Cheyennes were on thom before thoy 
had time to think. 
Thoy had no time 
to change horses, no time even to get 
their bows out of their cases. 
The 
Clie^^onnos lanced tliem and shot them 
down one after another until they had 
killed them all. 
They captured all 
their horses. 
The last Kiowa of all, 
with his wife, was so far behind that 
he had time to jump on his running 
horse and turned to flee, but his wife 
called to him. *'Do not leave me," and 
he turned and rode back to help her. 
and was killed. 
Porcupine Bear—the 
Lame Shawnee—killed twelve. Crooked 
Neck killed eight. 
There were seven 
of these Cheyennes and thirty Kiowas, 
men and women. 


Thus these Cheyennes gained the 
glory of counting the first coups in 
this great fight, but because they were 
outlaws the honor of it was not allowed 
to 
them, 
but to another man who 
counted tho first coup in the general 
battle an hour or two later. 
Still, 
evoi'y one knew what Porcupine Bear'« 
young men had done. 


AA^hen the malh body of the Chey- 
ennes found that there was no camp 
opposite to them, but saw the camp 
and the scattered people up the stream, 
thoy separated. A part charged across 
the river and a part up the bottom. 
Those who crossed killed a number of 
men and women Avho were out gather- 
ing roots. T^iose who went up the bot- 
tom drove off a great number of horses. 
Gentle Horse alone getting between 
eighty and a hundred head. 


The first man to count coup in the 
main body was a very young man, a 
Ponca captive—AA^'alking Coyote—who 
had been adopted and brought up by 
Yellow AA^olf. who had put him on a 
good horse for this 
fix:ht. 
Walking 
Coyoto was a Bowstring soldier. 


Previous to going into this fight the 
Cheyennes had agreed that they would 
take no prisoners. A man who wished 
to take captive a girl who had a hand- 
some elk teeth dress, seized her and 
was about to carry her off, when an- 
other Cheyenne came up and shot her 
and took her dress. 


After the attack had been made on 
the Kiowa and Comanche camp a Co- 
manche chief, "Who early in the morn- 
îng had gone out to run buffalo, which 
were close by, hoard tho noise of the 
fighting, and came back to tho village 
as fast as he could. He had ridden so 
hard tliat his horse was o::hav.sted, but 
bis people had his war pony ready, and 
he mounted it and charged toward the 
enemy and ether Comanches followed 
him. 


The Kiowas and Comanches were 
fighting 
behind their lodges and be- 
hind breastworks that tiiey had thrown 
up, but when the Comanches charged 
Crooked Neck called out to his" men. 
"Come, let us run and draw thom away 
from the village." 
The Cheyennes all 
turned and ran and tho enemy fol- 
lowed, riding 
hard, this 
Comancho 
chief being in the load. 


AVhen they had gone far enough 
Crooked Neck called out to his people, 
*'This is far enough—now turn," 
The 
Cheyennes turned and charged, and 
the Comanches and Kiowas also turned 
and ran. 
Sun-Maker, who was on a 
fast horse, almost overtook them, and 
shot two arrows into the back cf the 
Comanche chief, 


Sun-Maker watAed tho chief, and, 
as he drew close to the village, saw 
hljn begin to sway, and tlien saw him 
throw out his arm to catch his horse's 
neck, and saw him fall to the ground. 
After the peace was made the Co- 
manches learned who Jt was that had 
killed this chief. 


For most of tho day after this there 
was fighting about tho village perhaps 
until 4.or 5 o'clock. Then they stopped 
figliting. 
Six Cheyennes were killed 
on the north side of the river and six 
on the south side. Of these two Avere 
important men-AA^hite Thunder, keep- 
er of the Jkiedicine arrows, who was 
about seventy years 
old, 
and 
Big 
Breast. They do not know how many 
of the Kiowas and Comanches wero 
killed, but it was a large number, wom- 
en and children and men.

The persistent iiSe of borax will de- 
stroy cockroaches. Once a week cover 
the pantry shelves with powdered bo- 
rax. Sprinkle it plentifully in the clos- 
ets and about the kitchen, especially 
about the' sink and all pipes. 
W'hen 
renewing, sweep up the old systemati- 
cally, clean every nook and cranny, dry 
thoroughly, then sprinkle fresh borax 
over the shelves and line with clean 
paper. 
Persist in tills and the bugs 
will go. 


A Chat W i t h Housekeepert. 


Burn pine tar occasionally in a sick 
room. 
It is an excellent disinfectant, 
and it also induces sleep. 


A good furniture polish consists of 
two parts of raw linseed oil and one 
of turpentine. 
Apply a thin coat with 
a flannel cloth and then rub thoroughly 
and briskly with a dry cloth. 


Some housekeepers always make a 
point of buying their soap in large 
quantities, as they say it improves with 
age. 


When blankets are to bo washed for 
tJio first time 
they 
should first be 
soaked over night in cold water and 
then rinsed. This is to remove the sul- 
phur used in the bleaching. After this 
they should bo soused until dear In a 
lukewarm lather made with 
boiled 
soap and water and then rinsed well in 
clear water. 


It is literally ti'ue that a new broom 
sweeps clean. If a new broom is exam- 
ined, the ends of the straws will be 
found to be^ straight and the brush 
square. After it has been used a Avhile 
the ends spilt and become sharp, and 
the shape of the brush becomes irreg- 
ular, To renew the youth of the broom 
dip in hot soapsuds and trim tho soft- 
ened straws to the proper shape. 


Hard Bed and Smal] IMllow', 


"No matter how comfortable a soft 
bed andjargo, soft pillows may be," 
said Dr. A. S, Barnes, Jr., '^they are 
not 
healthy, and 
women especially 
would do well to avoid them, for they 
assist materially in injuring her physi- 
cal appearance. 
When the body sliiks 
down in a soft bed a considerable por- 
tion of the skin is robbed of its proper 
ventilation, and tho circulation is in- 
terfered "With. It also helps to make 
the flesh firmer and the form must, 
therefore, appear somewhat better as 
a result. 
The large pillows are not 
good to sleep on because tho head is 
too high when it rests on tliem, and 
this 
prevents 
that 
deep, 
regular 
breathing which gives good lungs and 
in consequence a better appearance to 
the bust and shoulders. 


One ought always to sleep on the left 
side, and preferably with tho arms at 
the back. 
This may be a little awk- 
ward at first, but as soon as one bo- 
comes accustomed to it he will find it 
not only the most restful and easy, but 
the position in which sleep is more 
easily conduced. The inllow ought to. 
of course, bo small and the bed hard, 
or at least firm.^ The body is then in 
the correct position for sleeping and 
for helping the physical appearance of 
the person while at rest. The arms at 
the 
back throw 
the chest forward, 
;nako the shoulders broader and the 
back straighter, so that material as- 
sistance toward a good carriage is thus 
obtained. 
AA'hen one lies on his back, 
even though the pillow Is small, it has 
a tendency to crook the shoulders, and 
many cases of stooped shoulders have 
probably originated in this way,—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, 


Rncipes For Inralih«. 


Orange Soup—One quart orange juice 
(strained); half cup sugar. I-'lace over 
the fire; moisten two tablespoons of 
arrowroot with cold water and add to 
juice when just scalding hot; stir till 
clear and thickened; remove and cool; 
add 
flavoring 
and serve in 
punch 
glasses with lump of ice (size of larj^e 
,waluut) in each glass« 


Prune Soup—One pound prunes; two 
cups water; rind of ono lemon; half cup 
sugar; one inch stick cinnamon; half- 
pound barley (rich iu potassium salts)^ 
ono quart water; one cup flavor. Stew 
I>unes with lemon rind, clnuamon and 
cups of tho Avater. adding the 
sugar when prunes are nearly cooked. 
Stone and press through colander into 
tureen. 
Boll barley in water till ten- 
dor (three or four hours); drain and 
add to prunes in tureen; add flavor and 
serve hot. 


Peach Foam—One cup peach pulp, or 
tiny bits of tender peaches, either the 
fresh fruit or home pr'^sorviMl. in which 
case omit tho sugar; half cup pow- 
dered sugar; white of ono egg. 
Put 
into a large bowl and boat with a silver 
fork for thirty minutes. 
It should 
then be a thick, perfectly smooth, vel- 
vety cream. 


Grape Foam—Put in a sherbet glass 
two tablespoons of grape juice; add to 
this tho white of one esg*. boatx>n stiff, 
a littlo scraped ice and sprinkle with 
powdered sugar. 
Serve at once with- 
out stirring. 
Simple, nutritious and 
delicious.—Harper's Bazar.

South Platto Ilivpr, and

O tho 
Dog 
SokHi'i’S 
wore 
ÍÍ 
JR canipod u day’s rldo from 
Iboro. PorciipinoBcar was 
llji' flili'f of tho Dog Soldiers. 
Tlio Dog Soldiers determined tliat 
Ibpy Avonld make a war expedition 
iigalnst tho Kiowas and Comanehes, 
iind they sent Porcupine Bear to the 
main camp to ask the rest of the peo­ 
ple to Join them. 
After Porcnplne Bear iiad reacbod 
the camp and had delivered his mes­ 
sage some one tliere who iiad whisky 
gave him some. 
A good many people 
got drunk, and some men began to 
íjgbt. Little Creek had Lean Bear, one 
of Porcupine Boar's relations, down on 
tho ground, and was cutting him with 
Ills knife, when Lean Bear called on 
Porcupine Bear, wlio was also drunk, 
to help him. When his relation called 
•on him for help Porcupine Bear stabbed 
Little Creek, and his cousin then toolc 
tlie knife and killed him. 
After this 
Porcupine Bear and all who wore con­ 
cerned iu the killing were sent away 
from the Dog Soldiers, and the com­ 
mand of that body w'as given to White 
Antelope and Little Old Man. 
The 
Dog Soldiers and tho rest of tho Chey- 
•ennes now came together to consider 
the question of tho expedition against 
the enemy. 
This happened In tho year 3S38, and 
the men who took part in the killing 
wero nephews of White Thunder, then 
the keeper of the medicine arrows. 
For the oll’ense tliey wero outlawed, 
and were uot permittod to remain with 
the main villago, but wero obliged to 
♦I’avel and encamp by themselves, off 
to one side. 
Tliero wero a very few 
Jodges of them, loss than a dozen men 
in all. Soon after this the w’hole camp 
started south to find tho Kiowas and 
Comanehes. 
Ail 
the 
Kiowas, 
Co- 
luanches and Apaches were together, 
¿ind moving against them from the 
north were all tho Cheyeiint s and Ara- 
pahoos together. 
The outlaws, though not permitted to 
camp or to remain with the main vil­ 
lago, accompanied It, traveling and 
<*amping by themselves, two or three 
miles to the westward. They were in 
constant touch with the main camp, 
and kept themselves Informed of all 
that was happening. 
After leaving the Arkansas liivor the 
«Cheyennes and Arapaiioes M'ore send­ 
ing out frequent parties of scouts to 
locate tho Kiowa village. 
Tho flrst 
men sent out wero Pushing Ahead and 
Crooked Neck. They had been strictly 
ordered to find the villago If irossibio, 
l)ut on no account to attack any In* 
<lians they might see. 
One day as 
tJiey were watching from a hill ovor- 
Jooking Wolf Creek tliey saw two men 
coming 
down 
tiio stream, carrying 
shields and leading horses—evidently 
two Kiowas who liad been on tho war 
path. 
The Clieyennes watelied them 
pass dowji the stream,,and then re- 
inrned to the camp and reported, say­ 
ing that they believed the camp must 
4)0 lower down on tlie stream. 
Tho Cheyennes and Arnpalioos con- 
llnupd 
to 
move on south, 
Frojn 
■ilrooked Crook, Wolf Hoad and Gentle 
Horse, with five or six otliers, Avero 
sunt out to locale the camp. 
Those 
^scouts were sent out after the ordinary 
•custom of the tribe. Tho chiefs assem- 
l)lod in the centre of tho clrclo Jjnd 
-called out the names of men whom 
iljoy knew to bo swift runners and not 
¿»iraid, ordering tliem to come to the 
•centre of tho circle. 
When tliey had 
¿•ome, the chiefs told them that: they 
liad been chosen to go out to look for 
Ihij enemy, and that each one niust do 
2iis best. The chiefs told them all they 
Sinew as to where tlie enemy’s camp 
«light be, told them where tho village 
ivouid stop cacii night for tlu* next few 
•days, 60 liiat they could readily find it, 
iind ordered them, not to leave the 
<tamp In tho daytime, but to start afier 
3)]ght had fallen. 
Following the.se orders the scouts 
Siad gone on almost to Wolf Creek, and 
■^vere traveling along In the bed of a 
Jittlo stream runninji Into it from the 
siorth, when suddeJily they saw people 
<'0ming oyer the hills, prepared to run 
the buil’aio, wJiich were all about them. 
7'he Ciieyennes lay down in the high 
grass of the creek’s bottom and saw 
the Kiowas killing buffalo. One man, 
ridine a big bay mule, drove a bunch of 
Buffalo close by them, aud killed se?* 


oral on tho hillside, not more than 
forty yards away. The mule was fast; 
ho kept among tho buH'alo all the tlmo. 
Afterward tho man’s wife and a Mexi­ 
can cnmo along and cut up tho animals 
and took tlie moat to camp. 
Wolf 
Koad, Gentle Horse and 
tho 
other 
scoute! saw ail this through tlie grass. 
Just at sundown, after all the people 
had gone, the Cheyennes left the creek 
and climbcd to the top of tho hill and 
saw the smoke of the camp and the 
horses feeding on tho hills all about It. 
The scouts returned. 
When they 
camo in Wolf Road was ahead, for he 
was tho loader. As a sign.that he had 
Seen something Wolf Road carried In 
his hand the wolf skin which he al­ 
ways had M'ith him. The approach of 
the scouts had been observed, and the 
chiefs had already gathered in the cen­ 
tre of the camp to receive the report. 
They -wore singing and some Avere pil­ 
ing up a heap of buffalo chips, some 
distance behind which tlio chiefs stoo<l. 
Tho scouts came toward tho village 
running 
swiftly, 
and just as they 
reached the entrance of tho circle they I outlaws the honor of It was not allowed 
began to howl like wolves, and to turn to 
them, 
but to another man who 


saw them coming. 
ITo called to his 
men to keep out of sight, saying, "Keep 
down, keep down out of .^ight; I will 
deceive them,” 
His men remained 
hidden, and he threw’ down his lance 
and began to rido backward aud for- 
Avard, making the sign that buffalo had 
been soen. 
When tho Kiowas saw 
him they thought It was some one 
from their camp who had pone out be 
foro them and had found buCfalo. They 
began to move toward him faster, still 
riding their common horses and lead­ 
ing the running liorses. 
Poi’cupine 
Bear did not turn his face towai’d th6 
enemy, but kept gazing oft over tho 
prairie, as if watching distant buffalo. 
He kept doing this nntil the Kiowas 
were so closo that he could hoar tliem 
talking. 
Down in tho ravine behind him were 
tho other Cheyennes lying down on 
their horses, some fixing their shields 
or putting arrows on .strings and some 
already prepared for tho charge. Pres­ 
ently the Lame Shawnee called to 
them, "Be ready, now; they ai-c getting 
close. We must not give them time to 
prepare for us,” 
At last, when ho could hear them 
talking plainly, ho reached down to tho 
ground, caught up his lance, and turn­ 
ing his horse charged the Kiowas and 
all the other Cheyennes followed him. 
Tho Kiowas were so close that the 
Cheyennes w'ore on them before they 
had time to think. They had no time 
to change horses, no time even to get 
their bows out of their cases. 
The 
Cheyennes lanced tliem and shot them 
down one after another until they had 
killed them all. 
They captured all 
their horses. 
The last Kiowa of all, 
with his wife, was so far behind that 
he had time to jump on his running 
horso and turned to flee, but his wife 
called to him, “Do not leave me,’' and 
he turned and rode back to help her, 
and was killed. 
Porcupine Bear—the 
Lame Shawnee—killed twelve. Crooked 
Neck killed eight. 
There were seven 
of these Cheyennes and thirty Kiowas, 
men and "women. 
Thus these Cheyennes gained the 
glory of counting the first coups In 
this great fight, but because they were 


their heads from one side to the other, 
like wolves looking. 
They entered the clrclo in single file. 
The men of the camp, who from all 
these signs knew what the scouts wei'e 
about to report, wore putting on their 
war clothing, getting out their shields 
and jumping on their war horses, for 
they knew that good news was coming 
—that the camp of the enemy had been 
found. Tho scouts ran around in front 
of the chiefs and stopped. Wolf Road 
told what ho had seen, then Gentle 
Horse, then each of the others. They 
passed on around behind the chiefs, 
and then from all sides of the camp all 
tho young men on their horses charged 
toward tho centre, each trying to bo 
first to reach the pile of buffalo chips 
and to strike it, for it represented an 
enomy. Three m en’might count coup 
on it. 
Tlien all tho mounted young men 
rode around the chiefs while they were 
singing, and afterward they dispersed. 
All were now busily preparing to at­ 
tack tho camp of tho enemy which had 
oeon found. The Cheyennes and Ara- 
pahoes were camping together in one 
big circle, tho Arapahoos at the north­ 
east'end. 
Now a crier mounted his horse and 
went to the southeast end of the circle, 
and from there rode about It, telling 
what those scouts had seen. Ho cried 
out that the village would move against 
tho enemy that night. 
It was a tlmo 
of great confusion—men singing their 
war songs, painting themselves and 
their horses, fixing up tiioir things and 
getting ready to start. 
During the 
night they set out for the camp of tho 
enemy. 
From tho camp of tho outlaws, off to 
the west, everything that was going on 
In the main village could be seen, and 
very likely one or more of the men 
may have been In tho cam^), for they 
often visited it. 
The Cheyennes and Arapahoos left 
their camp as it was, tho lodges stand­ 
ing and all their possessions’ in them. 
The women and 
children, 
carrying 
light 
camping outfits, followed the 
niLMi, who marched aliead. During the 
night they stopped four times for a 
illtle while to rest. 
At peep of day they formed in a long 
line. White Thunder, the modlcino ar­ 
row keeper, opened the bundle, and 
with tho usual ceremony pointed the 
medicine arrows in the direction where 
lie supposed tho enemy’s camp to be. 
Then lie wrapped the arrows up again 
and held the points toward the sky and 
told the Cheyennes to charge. 
Tliey 
made 
Uie charge, 
but when 
they 
reached the river they found no camp 
tliere, but far up tJio river on the other 
side people could bo soon on the liiils, 
and when the Cheyennes had ridden 
down into the butiom they could see 
beyond a point of tlie bluff tho ^Kiowa 
village. 
Meantime the outlaws, a little way to 
the westward, had «one forward some­ 
what faster than the main body, and 
approached the stream just opposite 
the Kiowa camp. Just after the dusk 
of the morning Porcupine Bear—after­ 
ward called the Lame Shawnee—saw 
people ride over a hill before him—men 
and women going out to hunt buffalo. 
He was a little ahead of his party, 
when, looklusr from a crest of a bU]j li« 


counted the first coup In the general 
battle an hour or two later. 
Still, 
every one knew' what Porcupine Bear’» 
young men had done. 
When the malh body of the Chey­ 
ennes found that there was no camp 
opposite to them, but saw the camp 
and the scattered people up the stream, 
they separated. A part charged across 
the river and a part up the bottom. 
Those who crossed killed a number of 
men aud women who were out gather­ 
ing roots. Tljiose w'ho went up the bot­ 
tom drove off a great number of horses. 
Gentle Horse alone getting between 
eighty and a hundred head. 
The first man to count coup In the 
main body was a very j'oung man, a 
Ponca captive—Walking Coyote—who 
had been adopted and brought up by 
Yellow Wolf, who had put him on a 
good horse for this fix;ht. 
Walking 
Coyote was a Bowstring soldlei*. 
Previous to going Into this fight the 
Cheyennes had agreed that they would 
take no prisoners. A man who wished 
to take captive a girl who had a hand­ 
some elk teeth dress, seized her and 
was about to carry her off, when an­ 
other Cheyenne came up and shot her 
and took her dress. 
After the attack had beeu made on 
the Kiowa and Comanche camp a Co­ 
manche chief, who early in the morn­ 
ing had gone out to run buffalo, which 
were close by, heard the noise of the 
fighting, and camo back to tho villago 
as fast as he could. He had ridden so 
hard tliat his horse was onhausted, but 
his people had his w’ar pony ready, and 
he mounted It and charged toward tho 
onemy and ether Comanehes followed 
him. 
The Kiowas and Comanclies were 
fighting behind their lodges and be­ 
hind breastworks that tliey had thrown 
up, but when the Comanehes charged 
Crooked Neck called out to his men. 
“Come, let us run and draw thorn aw'ay 
from the village.” The Cheyennes all 
turned and ran and tho enemy fol­ 
lowed, riding 
hard, this 
Comanche 
chief being in the lead. 
When they had gone far enough 
Crooked Neck called out to his people, 
“This is far enough—now turn,” The 
Cheyennes turned and charged, and 
the Comanehes and Kiowas also turned 
and ran. 
Sun-Maker, w’ho was on a 
fast horse, almost overtook them, aud 
shot two arrows into the back cf the 
Comanche chief, 
Sun-Maker watcHied the chief, aud, 
as he drew close to the village, saw 
him begin to sway, and then saw him 
throw out his arm to catch his horse’s 
nock, and saw him fall to the ground. 
After the peace was made the Co- 
manches learned Avho it was that had 
killed this chief. 
For most of the day after this there 
was fighting about the village perhaps 
until 4.or 5 o’clock. Then thej' stopped 
fighting. 
Six Cheyennes were killed 
on the north side of tlie I'iver and six 
on the south side. Of these two were 
important men—White Thunder, keep­ 
er of the Medicine arrows, who w’as 
about seventy years old, 
and Big 
Breast, They do not know how many 
of the Kiowas and Comanehes wero 
killed, but it was a large number, wom­ 
en and children and men. 
This was iu the mouth of May, 1S38, 
—Forest aud Stream,

A brldo not long 
ago received as a AA'odding present four 
cut glass candlesticks with Avhlte silk 
shades edge<l \A’ith crystal bead fringe.

A Good Starch lÀcGipc. 
A good old-time housewife offers the 
following rulo for starch: Mix one ta­ 
blespoonful of starch AA-ith four table­ 
spoonfuls of cold AA’ater and pour on 
this three quarts of boiling AA-ater. Boll 
for tAventy minutes. 
Then add one 
teaspoonful of salt aud a piece of par­ 
affine AA'ax half the size of a nutmeg. 
Stir uutii the wax Is dissolved, then 
cool and strain through •cheesecloth. 
To add lustre, soak the articles in this 
preparation for six hours.

To K ill Cookroaches. 
The persistent ilSe of borax AA'ill de­ 
stroy cockroaches. Once a AA’oek cover 
the pantry shelA'es Avith poAA^dered bo­ 
rax. Sprinkle It plentifully In the clos­ 
ets and about the kitchen, especially 
about the’ sink and all pipes. 
When 
reneAving, SAveep up the old systemati­ 
cally, clean every nook and cranny, dry 
thoroughly, then sprinkle fresh borax 
over the shelves and line with clean 
paper. 
Persist in this and the bugs 
will go. 


A Chat W ith H outekeeper*. 
Burn pine tar occasionally in a sick 
room. 
It is an excellent disinfectant, 
and It also Induces sleep. 
A good furniture polish consists of 
two parts of raw linseed oil and one 
of turpentine. Apply a thin coat AA-ith 
a flannel cloth and then rub thoroughly 
and briskly with a dry cloth. 
Some housekeepers always make a 
point of buying their soap in large 
Quantities, as they say it ImproA'os w'ith 
age. 
When blankets are to be washed for 
tlie flrst time 
they 
should flrst be 
soaked over night in cold Avater and 
then rinsed. This Is to remove tho sul­ 
phur used in the bleaching. After this 
they should bo soused until clear in a 
lukoAvarm lather made with boiled 
soap and Avater and then rinsed well in 
clear w'ater. 
It Is literally ti'uo that a now broom 
sweeps clean. If a noAv broom Is exam­ 
ined, the ends of tho straAA's will be 
found to be straight and the brush 
square. After it has been used a Avhile 
the ends split and become sharp, and 
the shape of the brush becomes irreg­ 
ular. To renew the youth of the broom 
dip in hot soapsuds and trim tho soft­ 
ened straw's to the proper shape. 


JIard Bed and Small Pillow'. 
"No matter how comfortable a .soft 
bed and ^ large, soft pillows may be,” 
said Dr. A. S. Barnes, Jr., “they are 
not healthy, and women especially 
would do well to aA-oid them, for they 
assist materially In Injuring her physi­ 
cal appearance. When the body sinks 
down In a soft bed a considerable por- 
I'lon of the skin is robbed of its proper 
ventilation, and tho circulation Is in­ 
terfered Avlth. 
It also helps to make 
the flesh firmer and the form must, 
therefore, appear somewhat better a.s 
a result. 
The large pillows are not 
good to sleep on because tho head Is 
too high when it rests on them, and 
this 
proA'onts 
tliat 
deep, 
regular 
breathing Avliich gives good lungs and 
in consoquence a bettor appearance to 
the bust and shoulders. 
One ought ahvays to sleep on the left 
side, and preferably Avlth tho arms at 
the back. 
This may be a little aAA’k- 
ward at first, but as soon as one be­ 
comes accustomed to it he aa-III find It 
not only the most restful and easy, but 
the position in Avhich sleep is more 
easily conduced. The pilloAA'' ought to, 
of course, be small aud the bed hard, 
or at least firm.^ The body is then in 
the correct position for sleeping and 
for helping the physical appearance of 
the person while at rest. The arms at 
the back throAV 
the chest forward, 
;nake the shoulders broader aud the 
back straigliter, so that material as­ 
sistance tOAvard a good cai-riage is thus 
obtained. 
When one lies on his back, 
OA'en though the pillow is small, it has 
a tendency to crook the shoulders, and 
many cases of stooped shoulders have 
probably originated in this AA'ay.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, 


I^ncipes For Invalih«. 
Orange Soup—One quart orange juice 
(strained); half cup sugar. Place over 
the fire; moisten two tablespoons of 
arrowroot AA'ith cold water and add to 
juice Avhen just scalding hot; stir till 
clear and thickened; x'emove and cool; 
add flavoring and serve in punch 
glasses with lump of ice (size of large 
.walnut) Id each glass* 


Prune Soup—One pound prunes; two 
cups TV'ater; rind of one lemon; half cup 
sugar; one inch stick cinnamon; half- 
pound barley (rich in potassium salts)* 
ouequart water; one cup flavor. Stew 
l>unes Avlth lemon rind, cinnamon and 
cups of tho Avater, adding the 
sugar when prunes are nearly cooked. 
Stone and pre.ss through colander into 
tureen. 
Boll barley in water till ten­ 
der (three or four hours): drain and 
add to prunes In tureen; add flaA'or and 
serve hot. 
Peach Foam—One cup peach pulp, or 
tiny bits of tender peaches, either the 
fresh fruit or home pr‘^serv«*d, in A\’h!ch 
case omit the sugar; half cup poAv- 
dered sugar; white of one egg. 
Put 
into a large boAvl and boat Avith a silver 
fork for thirty minutes. 
It should 
then be a thick, perfectly smooth, A'el* 
A-ety cream. 
Grape Foam—Put In a sherbet glass 
tAA'o tablespoons of grape juice; add to 
this tho Avhlte of one e.a^, beaten stiff, 
a little scraped ice and sprinkle with 
powdered sugar. 
Serve at once AA’ith- 
out stirring. 
Simple, nutritious and 
doilclous.^Harper’s Bazar.

But these tails, after their ar­ 
rival has been duly cliro::l?led, also, I 
understand, find their way to the Eng­ 
lish and American market.
